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Rules  For  The  Government 
of  Convicts 

I 

To  the  Convict: 

Section  1.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  following  rules, 
for  only  by  strict  obedience  to  them  can  you  avoid  punishment, 
receive  the  privileges  extended,  and  win  that  diminution  of 
your  term  of  sentence  which  the  law  has  generously  extended 
as  a reward  of  the  meritorious  in  your  unfortunate  condition. 

1.  The  first  duty  of  every  convict  is  strict  obedience  to 
all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  prison,  and  to  the  orders  of 
every  officer  and  employe  in  whose  immediate  charge  you 
may  be  placed. 

2.  You  must  not  leave  your  place  of  employment  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  unless  permission  is  first  specially  given 
by  the  officer  in  charge  of  you. 

3.  If  sick  or  unable  to  work  you  must  inform  the  officer 
in  charge,  and  do  as  he  shall  direct ; but  you  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  lounge  around  your  usual  place  of  employment,  or 
about  any  yard  or  other  place  exposed  to  the  view  of  working 
convicts. 

4.  You  are  prohibited  from  marking,  injuring,  or  de- 
facing any  article  in  your  cell,  or  any  other  part  of  the  build- 
ing, and  no  article  of  any  kind,  except  the  ordinary  bedding 
and  furniture,  will  be  allowed  in  any  cell,  unless  in  cases  where 
special  permission  is  granted  for  the  same.  You  must  keep 
the  walls  and  floor  of  your  cell  and  the  bedding  neat  and  clean, 
and  spitting  upon  the  floors,  or  walls,  or  corridors,  in  and 
about  the  prison  will  not  be  tolerated  in  any  case. 

5.  At  the  ringing  of  the  morning  bell  you  must  get  up, 
dress,  make  or  put  up  your  bed,  and  get  ready  for  marching 
out.  And  you  must  not  step  from  the  door  of  your  cell  for 
any  purpose  until  the  Under-Keeper  shall  strike  the  triangle 
upon  the  yard,  for  convicts  to  “fall  in”  to  form  section  lines 
preparatory  to  marching  upon  the  yard  in  general  line. 

6.  You  must  always  approach  an  officer  in  a respectful 
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manner,  and  be  brief  in  your  communications,  and  never  speak 
to  an  officer  unless  when  necessary  concerning  your  work, 
or  in  stating  a grievance,  or  making  some  necessary  request. 
When  within  the  view  of  visitors  you  are  particularly  charged 
to  keep  your  eyes  upon  your  work  and  give  it  your  sole  at- 
tention. 

7.  Every  convict  not  in  the  hospital  or  specially  ex- 
cused is  requested  to  attend  chapel  service  each  Sabbath  and 
in  chapel  strict  and  silent  attention  shall  be  given  to  the 
service,  and  spitting  upon  the  floor  and  shuffling  the  feet 
will  not  be  allowed. 

8.  You  are  not  permitted  to  receive  or  transmit  any 
letters,  papers,  or  mail  matter  of  any  kind,  except  by  consent 
of  the  Sergeant  and  under  his  inspection.  All  letters  must 
be  written  on  Sunday,  at  the  place  designated,  before  chapel 
services  shall  commence,  and  at  no  other  time  will  you  be 
allowed  to  write. 

9.  If  you  desire  to  talk  with  the  Superintendent  in  re- 
gard to  any  grievance  or  upon  any  other  legitimate  and  per- 
tinent subject,  make  your  application  in  writing  or  orally. 

10.  Profane,  obscene,  indecent,  or  insolent  language  shall, 
under  no  circumstances,  be  allowed. 

11.  You  must  at  all  times  deport  yourself  in  a prompt, 
obedient,  cheerful  and  attentive  manner.  Laziness  and  inat- 
tention will  be  recorded  against  you  as  a violation  of  rules. 

12.  You  are  required  to  bathe  once  in  each  week,  unless 
specially  excused,  and  to  have  your  face  shaved  clean  once  in 
each  week,  and  your  hair  kept  cut  short. 

13.  Under  no  circumstances  will  a Guard  or  employe  be 
allowed  to  converse  with  a convict  or  talk  with  him  or  her 
concerning  anything  but  their  work  or  in  carrying  out  their 
orders  and  the  regulations  of  the  prison,  nor  shall  they  permit 
any  other  person  except  the  Sergeant,  Trustees,  or  Superin- 
tendent to  talk  with  convicts  unless  by  permission  of  the  Ser- 
geant. 

14.  Guards  or  Employes  will  not  be  allowed  to  be  en- 
gaged while  on  duty  in  reading  any  book,  papers,  letters  or 
other  document,  nor  will  they  hold  any  conversation  with 
visitors  more  than  to  answer  such  questions  as  do  not  conflict 
with  these  regulations. 
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15.  Spirituous  or  fermented  liquors  of  any  kind  are  pos- 
itively forbidden  to  be  brought  inside  the  prison  camps  under 
any  pretense  whatever  unless  prescribed  by  the  Physician  of 
the  prison.

ORDERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES. 

All  persons  visiting  prisoners  must  be  searched  before  be- 
ing allowed  to  enter  the  cage.  In  case  the  prisoner  is  inter- 
viewed outside  of  the  cage  he  must  be  searched  after  departure 
of  his  guest. 

No  Sergeant  will  be  permitted  to  administer  exceeding 
fifteen  lashes  as  punishment  to  a prisoner. 

The  immediate  family  of  a prisoner  will  be  allowed  to 
visit  him  once  every  thirty  days  but  only  between  the  hours 
of  8 a.  m.  and  6 p.  m.  All  other  relatives  and  friends  may 
visit  him  once  every  six  months,  said  visits  to  be  confined  to 
the  above  hours. 
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Regulations. 

GOVERNING  CONDUCT  OF  SERGEANTS  AND  OTHER 
CAMP  EMPLOYES. 


Rule  1. — Sergeants  must  give  their  personal  attention  to 
every  detail  in  the  management  of  their  respective  camps. 
They  must  carry  the  keys  of  their  commissaries,  and  issue'  ra- 
tions in  person. 

Rule  2. — Each  Sergeant  will  be  allowed  one  family  cook, 
one  house  hoy,  two  cage  cooks,  one  cage  boy,  one  hostler  and 
two  wash  men  for  prisoners. 

Rule  3. — No  Sergeant  or  employee  will  be  allowed  to  leave 
his  place  of  business  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Rule  4. — Each  Sergeant  must  keep  a well  trained  pack 
of  men  dogs,  the  property  of  the  State. 

Rule  5. — No  Sergeant  will  be  allowed  to  employ  an  as- 
sistant or  helper  who  is  related,  either  by  affinity  or  consan- 
guinity. 

Rule  6. — Trusties  must  be  locked  up  at  night  and  not  be 
permitted  to  prowl  over  the  farm,  or  loiter  about  the  depot  at 
train  times. 

Rule  7. — Tool  houses  must  be  provided  and  all  farm  im- 
plements kept  therein  when  not  in  actual  use. 

Rule  8. — Cattle  must  be  branded  so  as  to  show  the  Camp 
or  Farm  to  which  they  belong. 

Rule  9. — Drunkenness  is  positively  prohibited. 

Violation  of  rule  9 will  be  met  with  immediate  dismissal. 
Violation  of  other  rules,  the  first  offense,  suspension;  second 
offense,  dismissal.

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Chapter  107 

MISSISSIPPI  CODE  OF  1906. 


3589.  (3166).  Penitentiary;  its  purpose  and  location. — The 

plantation  known  as  Parchman,  owned  by  the  State,  in  Sun- 
flower county,  and  such  other  places  as  are  now  or  may  be 
hereafter  owned  or  operated  by  the  State  in  the  enforcement 
of  penal  servitude  shall  constitute  the  penitentiary  for  the 
custody,  punishment,  confinement  at  hard  labor  and  reforma- 
tion of  all  persons  convicted  of  felony  in  the  courts  of  the 
State  and  sentenced  thereto. 

3590.  (3167).  Board  of  trustees. — There  shall  be  elected 
three  trustees  for  the  penitentiary  at  each  general  election, 
who  shall  be  known  as  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  peniten- 
tiary; each  trustee  to  hold  office  for  four  years,  one  to  be 
elected  from  each  supreme  court  district.  They  shall  have 
their  office  in  the  State  capitol.  They  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  as  president  of  the  board  and  they  shall  have  their 
regular  formal  meeting  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  at 
their  office,  and  continue  in  session  as  long  as  the  business  de- 
mands. A majority  of  the  board  shall  be  a quorum,  and,  in 
voting  each  member  shall  vote  viva  voce,  and  in  the  election 
of  employes,  the  votes  shall  be  so  recorded  as  to  show  for 
whom  each  member  votes;  and  in  other  cases,  the  yeas  and 
nays  shall  be  recorded.  For  the  purpose  of  putting  the  new 
management  in  charge  of  prison  affairs,  the  governor  shall  ap- 
point the  three  trustees,  one  from  each  supreme  court  district, 
who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  at  the 
next  general  election  and  have  duly  qualified.  Such  trustees, 
so  appointed  shall  take  charge  of  the  prison  management  on 
the  first  day  of  January,  1907,'  and  the  present  board  of  con- 
trol shall  turn  over  to  said  trustees  all  prison  property  and 
accounts,  and  shall  cease  to  exist  on  the  qualification  and  en- 
trance into  office  of  the  aforesaid  trustees. 

3591.  Qualification  and  bond  of  trustees.’ — The  trustees 
shall  be  of  known  business  qualifications,  and  shall  be  qualified 
electors  of  the  State  of  Mississippi,  and,  before  entering  upon 
their  duties,  shall  each  enter  into  a bond  with  some  guaranty 
company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Mississippi, 
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in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties  and  the  accounting  for  all 
monies  coming  into  their  hands  in  connection  with  the  peni- 
tentiary management. 

3592.  (3172).  Powers  of  trustees. — The  trustees  shall  have 
the  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  purchase  all  the  sup- 
plies  of  all  kinds  which  shall  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  the 
penitentiary ; to  sell  all  of  the  crops  raised  on  the  said  farms, 
which  are  raised  to  be  sold;  from  time  to  time  to  examine  into 
and  require  accounts  of  all  of  the  matters  connected  with  the 
government,  discipline  and  police  of  the  penitentiary,  and  they 
may  from  time  to  time  require  reports  from  the  superintendent 
and  the  employes  of  the  penitentiary  in  relation  to  any  and 
all  of  said  matters.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  inquire  into  any 
improper  conduct  which  may  be  alleged  to  have  been  commit- 
ted by  the  superintendent  or  the  employees  of  the  penitentiary. 
The  trustees  shall  have  free  access  to  the  prison  at  all  times, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  and  the  em- 
ployes of  the  penitentiary,  when  so  requested,  to  exhibit  to 
them,  or  either  of  them,  on  demand,  all  books,  papers,  ac- 
counts and  writings  pertaining  to  the  penitentiary,  or  to  the 
business,  government,  discipline  or  management  thereof,  and 
to  render  them  every  other  facility  in  their  power  to  enable 
them  to  discharge  their  duties  under  this  chapter.  The  said 
board  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  meetings  and  pro- 
ceedings, which  shall  be  signed  by  them  and  kept  in  their 
office. 

3593.  (3173).  Same;  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations.  — 

They  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  direction  and 
government  of  the  penitentiary  and  the  officers  thereof,  and 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  them,  and  their  pro- 
ceedings as  a board  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  board, 
who  shall  attend  their  meetings  for  that  purpose.  The  board 
shall  have  all  rules  and  regulations  and  by-laws  as  passed, 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
all  persons  connected  with  the  management  of  the  penitentiary 
or  convicts.  Such  rules  as  refer  to  the  duties  of  subordinate 
employes  and  convicts  shall  be  printed  on  cardboard  and  posted 
in  conspicuous  places  about  the  prison,  for  the  information  of 
all  concerned,  and  each  employe  of  the  penitentiary  shall  be 
furnished  with  a copy  of  the  rules  immediately  upon  entering 
upon  his  duties.  For  a failure  to  adopt  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, or  to  post  them  as  above  directed,  each  of  the  said 
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trustees  shall  be  subject  to  a fine  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  on  conviction  thereof.  In  said  rules  and  regulations 
shall  be  provided  a system  of  rewards  for  good  behavior,  and 
punishment  for  bad  conduct. 

3594.  (3179).  How  purchases  to  be  made. — The  board  of 
trustees  shall  be  the  purchasing,  selling,  and  disbursing  agents 
of  the  penitentiary,  and  shall  receive  all  moneys  from  the  sale 
of  the  manufactured  goods,  crops,  and  other  property  belong- 
ing to  the  penitentiary,  and  shall  immediately  pay  the  same 
into  the  State  treasury;  and  in  such  capacity  further,  shall 
have  the  authority  to  buy  and  sell  as  in  their  judgment  may 
be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State.  But  in  the  purchase  of 
all  supplies  and  drugs  for  the  penitentiary,  they  shall  purchase 
same  at  wholesale  prices  and  by  competitive  bids,  after  ad- 
vertising in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  best  or  provided 
for  in  emergency  purchases  by  the  superintendent  in  small 
quantities  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars.  The  board  shall  have 
authority,  however,  to  purchase  in  an  emergency  small  quan- 
tities of  supplies  without  competitive  bidding,  but  in  such 
an  instance  they  shall  submit  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
goods  to  at  least  three  dealers  in  the  wares  sought  to  be  pur- 
chased and  shall  purchase  from  the  lowest  bidder.  For  an 
abuse  of  this  power  in  purchasing  goods  in  an  emergency,  how- 
ever, the  said  trustees  and  superintendent  shall  be  liable  on 
their  bonds. 

3595.  Compensation  and  duties  of  trustees. — Each  trustee 
shall  receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  year  and  all  necessary  traveling  expenses,  when  out- 
side of  the  City  of  Jackson,  engaged  in  their  work  as  trustees, 
which  amount  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  installments  out  of  the 
State  treasury  upon  the  warrants  of  the  auditor;  and  each 
trustee  shall  give  his  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  affairs  of 
the  penitentiary.  Each  member  shall  visit  each  State  farm 
connected  with  the  penitentiary  at  least  once  a month,  and 
they  shall  make  a report  in  writing  on  each  State  farm  to  the 
monthly  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees.  Such  report  shall 
be  a detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  each  farm,  both 
as  to  the  condition  of  the  convicts  and  of  the  crop  being  raised 
on  said  State  farms.  The  monthly  reports  to  be  filed  as  a 
record  of  said  office  for  the  public.  The  reports  so  submitted, 
at  the  May  and  October  meetings,  shall  be  published  in  detail 
iii  a Jackson  newspaper. 
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3596.  Office  of  superintendent  created.  — The  office  of 
superintendent  of  the  penitentiary  is  hereby  created  and  made 
appointive  by  the  governor,  such  appointee  to  be  confirmed 
by  the  senate.  The  governor  on  complaint  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  shall  have  the  authority  to  remove  said  superinten- 
dent. 

3597.  Qualifications  of  superintendent.— -The  superinten- 
dent of  the  penitentiary  shall  be  a qualified  elector,  and  shall 
be  an  experienced  farmer  of  known  executive  ability,  and  his 
term  of  office  shall  be  four  years  unless  removed  by  the  gov- 
ernor as  above  set  out.  He  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath 
of  office  prescribed  by  section  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
of  the  constitution,  and  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  in  a guaranty  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  this 
State,  payable  to  the  State  of  Mississippi,  conditioned  upon 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that  he 
will  pay  over  or  lawfully  account  for  all  moneys  or  property 
coming  into  his  hands  or  under  his  control,  to  the  State  treas- 
urer. He  shall  reside  on  the  State  farm  in  Sunflower  county,, 
but  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  the  other  State  farms 
during  his  term  of  office.  He  shall  receive  a salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars  a year,  paid  monthly  out  of  the  State  treasury" 
upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor,  and  shall  be  furnished  a home 
in  which  to  live,  and  feed  for  not  more  than  two  horses,  and 
his  necessary  traveling  expenses,  including  hotel  bill  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  to  be  audited  on  an  itemized  account 
monthly  by  the  board  of  trustees,  but  shall  receive  no  further 
salary,  subsistence  or  pay,  in  any  way,  shape  or  form. 

3598.  (3187).  Employes  of  the  penitentiary.  — The  em- 
ployes of  the  penitentiary  shall  be : The  clerk  of  the  board 

of  trustees,  shall  live  at  Jackson,  and  be  the  secretary  of  the 
board-,  and  shall  receive  a salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a 
year ; prison  physician  of  Sunflower  farm,  who  shall  live  on 
said  farm  and  shall  receive  a salary  of  twenty-four  hundred 
dollars  a year  and  shall  be  provided  with  a residence- — the  said 
physician  shall  give  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  con- 
victs and  employes  on  said  farm;  a dispatch  sergeant,  who 
shall  receive  a salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  a year  and 
actual  traveling  expenses,  only  such  expenses,  including  hotel 
bills,  being  allowed  as  shall  be  approved  on  itemized  monthly 
accounts  by  the  board  of  trustees ; commissary  clerk,  who  shall 
also  be  book-keeper,  who  shall  reside  on  Sunflower  farm  and 
have  charge  of  the  supplies  sent  to  that  place,  and  shall  re- 
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ceive  a salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  a year;  chaplain,  who 
shall  make  such  visits  to  the  State  farms  as  he  shall  deem 
necessary,  not  less  than  one  visit  to  each  farm  every  month, 
shall  receive  a salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  a year  and  such 
actual  traveling  expenses  as  may  be  approved  on  itemized 
accounts  monthly  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  chaplain 
may  be  required  by  the  board  to  live  on  one  of  the  State 
farms,  and  provided  with  a residence  in  such  event.  All  of 
said  employes  shall  be  elected  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and 
their  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year.  The  board  of  trustees 
shall  further  select  physicians  for  such  other  State  farms  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  on  such  compensation  as  they  shall 
deem  just.  The  trustees  shall  see  that  the  physicians  fur  thei 
various  farms  give  careful  attention  to  the  convicts,  and  that 
they  visit  the  said  farms  as  frequently  as  the  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  designate. 

3599.  (3187,  3183).  Other  employes  of. — The  other  em- 
ployes of  the  penitentiary  shall  be  farm  sergeants  and  guards. 
They  shall  be  employed  for  one  year,  by  the  superintendent, 
and  their  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  him  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  trustees,  to  be  paid  monthly  on  the  first  of  each  and 
every  month,  and  shall  be  a fixed  salary  payable  monthly,  and 
shall  not  include  subsistence  or  any  other  extra  allowances. 
All  of  the  employes  of  the  penitentiary  shall  be  under  bond,  if 
so  ordered  by  the  board  made  by  a guaranty  company  author- 
ized to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  all  duties  imposed  on  them,  and 
the  treatment  of  all  convicts  humanely;  the  amount  of  each 
bond  shall  be  fixed  by  the  trustees,  not  to  be  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars.  The  bonds  so  made  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office.'  of  the  board  of  trustees  with  the  clerk,  and  shall  remain 
there  perpetually  as  a part  of  the  records  of  the  office. 

3600.  (3203).  Management  of. — The  management  of  the 
penitentiary,  except  as  above  set  out.  is  hereby  vested  in  the 
superintendent.  He  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of  its 
affairs  and  property,  its  buildings,  workshops,  farms,  gardens, 
orchards,  live  stock,  and  all  the  convicts  sentenced  thereto, 
and  of  all  convicts  and  other  persons  lawfully  confined  there- 
in, and  of  all  its  employes  appointed  by  him.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  enforce  all  the  laws  enacted  for  the  government  of  the 
penitentiary  and  the  management  of  the  convicts;  to  require 
all  employes  appointed  by  him  to  faithfully  perform  their 
duties,  to  protect  the  convicts  from  ill  treatment,  to  prevent 
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their  escape,  and  when  escape  occurs  to  use  all  proper  efforts 
to  secure  their  capture  and  return  to  the  penitentiary. 

3601.  Duties  of  superintendent. — The  superintendent  shall 
enforce  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
penitentiary,  its  affairs  and  employes;  shall  keep  posted 
throughout  the  buildings  embracing  the  shops,  commissary 
store,  shacks,  stockades  and  other  buildings,  the  printed  rules 
prescribing  the  duties  of  convicts  at  work,  at  roll-calls,  at 
meals,  at  recreation,  and  in  their  cpiarters;  and  also  prnted 
rules  prescribing  the  conduct  of  all  officers  and  employes  in 
relation  to  the  convicts.  For  a failure  to  comply  with  this 
section  said  superintendent  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor, 
and  on  eonv'ction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars. 

3602  (3174-3175).  Shall  enforce  the  discipline  of  convicts. 

— He  shall  enforce  the  discipline  of  the  convicts  and  if  the 
trustees  shall  prescribe  in  the  rules  and  regulations  the  mode 
of  circumstances  under  which  corporal  punishment  may  be  in- 
fl'cted,  the  said  superintendent  shall  allow  his  farm  sergeants 
the  privilege  under  said  mode  and  circumstances  to  inflict  said 
corporal  punishment.  Unless,  however,  the  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  thus  prescribe  the  mode  and  circumstances  un- 
der which  corporal  punishment  may  be  inflicted,  no  such  pun- 
ishment shall  under  any  circumstances  be  permitted.  He  shall 
not  permit  a convict  to  be  clad  in  any  other  garb  than  that 
of  the  regulation  prison  .stripe,  wherever  he  may  be  and  in 
whatever  labor  engaged.  He  shall  enforce  the  system  of  re- 
wards for  good  behavior  and  punishment  for  bad  conduct  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
For  a meritorious  public  service  he  may.  with  the  approval 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  recommend  to  the  governor  the  dis- 
charge of  a convict  with  a certificate  setting  forth  the  nature 
and  character  of  the  public  service  rendered,  and  if  the  gov- 
ernor shall  see  fit  he  may  discharge  the  said  convict. 

3603.  (3176).  Convicts  controlled  by  officers  and  em- 
ployes.— The  convicts  shall  at  all  Fmes  be  under  the  sole  au- 
thority and  management  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the 
penitentiary,  and  no  other  person  shall  in  any  manner  direct, 
control  or  manage  a convict  or  his  labor.  There  shall  be  no 
guarding  of  convicts  by  trusties,  except  as  the  board  so  orders. 

3604.  (3177).  By  whom  inspected  and  when.-— The  super- 
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intendent  shall  constantly  inspect  and  have  charge  of  the 
penitentiary  and  convicts;  the  board  of  trustees  shall  per- 
sonally inspect  each  penitentiary  farm  during  each  month, 
but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  make  personal  in- 
spection of  the  penitentiary  and  convicts  twice  during  each 
and  every  year  at  such  times  as  may  suit  his  convenience,  and 
without  previous  notice  to  the  superintendent,  and  the  super- 
intendent when  required  so  to  do  shall  afford  all  necessary 
facility  for  making  such  inspection. 

3605.  (3204).  Superintendent  to  make  monthly  report. — . 
At  the  close  of  each  month  the  superintendent  shall  require 
the  sergeants  of  each  farm  to  make  full  report  of  the  condition 
thereof,  which  report  shall  show  in  detail  the  number  of  con- 
victs and  their  condition  as  to  treatment,  health  and  deport- 
ment and  how  they  are  employed : the  condition  of  the  farm, 
the  number,  condition  and  kind  of  live  stock,  the  number  of 
convicts,  if  any,  detailed  in  the  shops  and  mill;  the  character, 
quality  and  quantity  of  products  made  since  the  preceding  re- 
port. and  what  disposition  has  been  made  or  is  being  made  of 
same.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  furnish  blanks  to  the  said 
farm  sergeants  to  be  filled  out  by  them  and  turned  over  to  the 
superintendent.  The  superintendent  shall  have  a blank  on 
said  report  reserved  for  him  to  make  written  report  of  liis 
personal  observations  as  to  the'  correctness  of  said  answers, 
and  any  discrepancies  or  statements  which  he  does  not  approve 
he  shall  set  out  in  full.  The  said  reports  so  filled  out  by  the 
farm  sergeants  and  the  superintendent  shall,  by  the  superinten- 
dent, be  forwarded  at  the  close  of  each  month  to  the  board 
of  trustees,  who  shall  inspect  same  at  their  monthly  meetings 
and  have  them  filed  in  a filing  cabinet  in  their  office  for  per- 
manent preservation  as  a record  of  their  office. 

3606.  Shops  and  manufactories  established. — The  super- 
intendent, with  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  for  use  of  the 
penitentiary,  may  establish  and  maintain  a blacksmith  shop 
for  doing  iron  work  and  also  a wood  shop  for  the  manufacture 
of  wagons,  carts,  plows,  wheelbarrows,  harrows,  singletrees, 
hames  and  other  wooden  implements  and  structures;  a shoe 
and  harness  shop  for  making  and  mending  shoes  and  harness ; 
a laundry  for  washing  and  ironing  the  clothes  of  the  convicts ; 
a saw  mill  and  grist  mill  for  sawing  lumber  and  grinding  meal 
and  hominy  and  chops ; a tailoring  shop  for  cutting,  making 
and  mending  clothes;  a brick  and  tile  factory;  all  of  which 
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shall  be  operated  by  convicts,  in  case  competent  foremen  can 
be  found  among  the  convicts. 

3607.  (3170).  To  procure  seal;  its  use. — The  trustees  shall 
procure  the  United  States  lock-seal,  to  be  styled  “Mississippi 
State  Penitentiary.”  of  which  they  shall  be  the  custodian,  and 
it  shall  be  used  to  authenticate  all  its  written  official  acts, 
orders  and  process  executed  and  issued  from  its  office,  and 
especially  on  all  orders  dispatched  to  the  county  jails  for  con- 
victs who  have  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  peni- 
tentiary. 

3608.  Female  convicts. — The  board  of  trustees  shall  after 
January  1,  1907,  have  erected  on  the  Sunflower  farm  a suitable 
building  in  which  to  house  the  female  convicts,  in  which  build- 
ing the  said  convicts  shall  live  and  shall  manufacture  from 
stripes  and  other  cloth  the  necessary  clothing  for  the  convicts, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
superintendent. 

3609.  (3200).  Convicts;  how  transferred  from  jail  to  pen- 
itentiary.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  upon 
receipt  of  a notice  from  a judge  that  a convict  is  confined  in 
a county  jail  subject  to  their  order,  to  dispatch  an  officer  or 
employe  of  the  penitentiary  with  a sufficient  guard  and  with 
an  order  signed  by  them  with  the  seal  of  the  penitentiary: 
attached  thereto,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  such  county,  for 
the  convict,  and  the  sheriff,  upon  the  delivery  to  him  of  such 
order,  shall  deliver  the  convict  to  the  officer,  who  shall  safely 
convey  him  to  the  penitentiary,  there  to  abide  and  perform  the 
sentence  of  the  court.  The  officer  shall  sign  a receipt  for  the 
convict  on  the  jail  docket.  He  shall  render  to  the  trustees  a 
true  itemized  statement  of  the  expenses  incurred,  which  shall 
be  paid  as  other  expenses  are  paid. 

3610.  (3201-3202).  Where  convicts  to  be  worked. — After! 
December  31,  1906,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  State  convict 
to  be  worked  on  any  land  not  owned  by  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi in  fee  simple  and  operated  by  it  as  a State  farm,  except 
they  may  be  worked  on  public  roads,  public  levees,  or  other 
public  works  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  of  the  constitution.  Any  officer  or  employe  who  shall 
work  or  allow  to  be  worked  any  convict  contrary  to  the  above 
prohibition,  shall  be  guilty  of  a felony,  and  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  the  State  penitentiary  for  a term  of  not 
less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five. 
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3611.  Officers  not  to  rent  land. — Xo  officer  or  employe 
of  the  penitentiary  shall  own,  rent  or  lease  or  work  on  shares 
any  land  within  three  miles  of  the  boundaries  of  the  State 
farm  other  than  a residence  consisting  of  not  more  than  three 
acres.  The  board  of  trustees  and  superintendent  are  charged 
with,  the  duty  of  enforcing  this  section,  and  for  a failure  so  to 
do  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offence  on  conviction  thereof. 

3612.  (3189).  Oath  of  officers,  guards  and  employes. — All 

officers,  guards  and  other  employes,  before  entering  upon  their 
duties  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  to  be  filed 
and  preserved  by  the  clerk : “I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm) 

that  I will  faithfully  and  diligently  perform  all  the  duties  re- 
quired of  me  as of  the  penitentiary,  and 

will  observe  and  execute  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  passed 
and  prescribed  for  the  government  thereof  so  far  as  the  same 
concerns  or  pertains  to  my  office  (or  employment),  and  that  I 
will  not  illtreat  or  abuse  any  convict  under  my  care  contrary 
to  the  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  legal 
authority.  So  help  me  God.” 

3613.  Number  of  employes  of. — The  employes  of  the  pen- 
itentiary, other  than  those  named  above,  shall  be  such  number 
of  guards  and  other  persons  as  the  superintendent  shall  from 
time  to  time  deem  necessary,  with  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  trustees. 

3614.  (3184).  Nepotism  prohibited. — It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  related  by  affinity  or  consanguinity  to  the  gov- 
ernor, lieutenant-governor,  superintendent  or  trustees  to  ac- 
cept any  emplo}Tment  in  the  penitentiary;  neither  shall  the 
superintendent  or  other  officer  or  employe  of  the  penitentiary 
be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract,  purchase 
or  sale  for  in  behalf  of  or  on  account  of  the  penitentiary. 

3615.  (3191.  Officers  and  employes  not  to  engage  in  other 
business. — Neither  the  superintendent  nor  any  other  officer, 
save  physicians  not  employed  for  all  their  time,  or  employes, 
shall  have  or  engage  in  any  other  business  during  their  terms 
of  office  or  employment  that  may  require  his  personal  attention 
or  time,  and  the  superintendent  or  board  of  trustees  shall 
punish  a violation  of  this  provision  by  the  dismissal  of  the 
offender. 

3616.  (3190).  Employes  not  interested  in  contract. — Any 

officer  or  employe  of  the  penitentiary  who  shall  be  directly 
or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract,  purchase  or  sale,  for,  by 
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or  on  account  of  the  penitentiary,  or  shall  accept  any  gift  or 
product  raised  on  said  farms  or  manufactured  by  the  convicts, 
or  who  shall  violate  section  3615,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misde- 
meanor, and,  on  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars. 

3617.  (3192).  Residence  for  superintendent  and  employes. 

— There  shall  be  provided  cottages  at  the  penitentiary  for  res- 
idences for  the  superintendent  and  employes  and  their  fam- 
ilies, and  subsistence  may  be  sold  to  them  by  the  commissary 
at  cost.  No  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  sold  or  given  away 
at  the  penitentiary  and  any  officer  or  employe  found  intoxi- 
cated during  his  term  of  office  or  employment  shall  be  prompt- 
ly discharged  and  shall  forfeit  all  pay  that  may  be  due  at  the 
date  of  the  discharge.  If  corporal  punishment  shall  be  al- 
lowed by  the  rules  and  regulations,  adopted  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  no  farm  sergeant,  who  alone  can  administer  such 
corporal  punishment,  shall  be  employed  by  the  superintendent, 
who  uses  or  drinks  while  in  the  employ  of  the  State  as  farm 
sergeant,  vinous,  alcoholic,  malt,  or  spirituous  liquors;  and  if 
the  superintendent  shall  employ  a farm  sergeant  in  violation 
of  this  section  he  .shall  be  liable  on  his  bond  to  any  convict 
whipped  by  said  farm  sergeant  when  under  the  influence  of 
liquor  to  the  slightest  degree. 

3618.  (3196).  Presents  to  convicts  prohibited. — The  pre- 
sentation and  delivery  of  anything,  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
a convict  is  hereby  made  a misdemeanor  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  but  this  shall  not  prohibit  the  giving  of  any  book, 
paper,  tract,  letter,  bundle  or  other  thing  through  the  superin- 
tendent or  sergeant  ; for  whom  intended  and  what  disposition 
and  determine  whether  it  shall  be  delivered  or  not,  and  a 
record  shall  be  made  of  every  article  so  received,  stating  what 
it  is  and  by  whom  given  or  sent,  and  the  decision  of  the  super- 
intendent of  sergeant ; for  whom  intended  and  what  disposi- 
tion was  made  of  it. 

3619.  (3193-3169).  Trustees  to  investigate  charges!  of  mis- 
conduct of  officers  and  employes, — The  trustees  shall  investi- 
gate charges,  of  misconduct  of  officers  and  employes,  and  all 
escapes,  and  to  that  end  may  sit  as  a court  of  inquiry  and  may 
issue  process  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  may 
suspend  or  discharge  officers  and  employes,  and  in  case  of 
escape,  if  they  find  that  such  escape  was  due  to  carelessness  or 
negligence,  they  may  fine  the  defaulter  in  a sum  sufficient  to 
pay  the  reward  for  recapture  and  may  discharge  the  defaulter. 
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3620.  (3199).  Trustees  shall  prescribe  rules  for  the  admis- 
sion of  visitors. — The  trustees  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  admission  of  visitors  to  the  penitentiary  but 
no  visitor  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  same  except  in  com- 
pany with  an  officer  or  employe.  But  the  governor,  lieutenant- 
governor.  committee  of  the  legislature,  and  grand  juries,  and 
any  committee  or  persons  especially  authorized  by  the  gov- 
ernor or  by  the  superintendent  shall  have  free  access  to  the 
penitentiary,  its  buildings,  farm,  grounds,  stables  or  stockade 
in  the  day  time. 

3621.  (3201).  Convicts,  where  worked;  penitentiary  de- 
fined.— The  convicts  shall  be  worked  in  the  penitentiary  and 
under  the  sole  control  of  the  officers  and  employes  thereof. 
The  word  “Penitentiary”  wherever  used  in  this  chapter,  shall 
be  understood  to  embrace  the  State  farm  in  Sunflower  county 
and  other  penitentiary  farms  owned  by  the  State,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  the  State  that  it  shall  be 
self-supporting,  and  to  that  end  the  superintendent  is  required 
in  the  administration  of  its  affairs  to  produce  on  the  State 
farm  all  food  stuffs,  both  for  man  and  beast,  that  the  soil  will 
produce,  in  sufficient  quantities  to  supply  the  needs  of  the 
convicts,  including  beef,  pork,  bacon,  milk  and  butter,  and 
to  breed  and  raise  all  work  animals  as  far  as  practicable,  such 
as  horses,  mules  and  oxen  needed  in  carrying  on  the  State 
farm;  and  all  land  not  required  for  the  production  of  food 
stuffs  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  devoted  to  the  production 
of  cotton  and  such  other  salable  products  as  may  seem  practical. 
The  superintendent  shall  also,  as  far  as  practicable,  have  man- 
ufactured all  farm  implements  and  tools  and  shall  have  all 
clothing  and  shoes  made  by  the  convicts. 

3622.  (3179).  How  and  when  sold. — All  cotton  and  cotton 
seed  and  other  products  on  the  State  farm  shall  be  sold  by  the 
trustees  in  the  manner  they  shall  deem  most  advantageous  to 
the  State,  to  the  end  that  the  highest  price  shall  be  received 
therefor.  If  any  trustee  or  officer  or  employe  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, or  any  person  for  them,  shall  receive  from  the  purchaser 
or  anyone  acting  in  his  behalf,  any  present,  gift,  rebate,  or 
commission  in  any  manner  whatsoever  directly  or  indirectly, 
he  shall  be  guilty  of  a felony  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  imprisoned  in  the  State  penitentiary  for  a period  of  not  less 
than  one  nor  more  than  three  years. 

3623.  (3206).  All  monies  put  into  the  State  treasury. — All 
monies  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  officers  or  em- 
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ployes  by  virtue  of  the  sale  of  any  cotton,  cotton  seed,  or  any 
food  products  or  live  stock  or  other  article,  commodity  or  thing 
authorized  by  law  to  be  sold,  shall  by  them  be  paid  into  the 
State  treasury,  upon  receipt  warrants  issued  by  the  auditor 
of  public  accounts,  in  the  following  form,  to-wit :

And  they  shall  have  the  proper  entry  made  thereof  on 
the  books  of  the  penitentiary,  by  the  bookkeeper. 

3624.  (3194).  Officers  and  employes  exempt. — The  officers 
and  employes  of  the  penitentiary  are  exempt  from  .jury,  road 
and  military  service. 

3625.  Separation  of  race  and  sexes.— The  superintendent 
shall  see  that  the  white  convicts  shall  have  separate  apartments 
for  both  eating  and  sleeping  from  the  negro  convicts,  and  also 
that  the  female  convicts  shall  be  kept  separate  from  the  males. 

3626.  (3180).  Regular  set  of  books  to  be  kept. — It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a regular  set  of  books  and  proper 
accounts  and  vouchers  for  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
penitentiary:  an  account  of  each  branch  of  manufacturing  or 
other  operations  shall  be  kept  separate,  so  that  the  books  shall 
show  not  only  the  general  profit  or  loss,  but  the  profit  or  loss  of 
each  branch  or  department : and  the  books  shall  show  the  State 
of  the  account  of  each  officer  and  employe,  and  they  shall  be 
posted  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  a trial  balance  taken 
and  furnished  the  trustees. 

3627.  (3182).  Inventory  to  be  made,  when. — The  superin- 
tendent shall,  and  it  is  made  his  duty,  on  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  and  every  year,  to  make  an  inventory  of  all 
property,  effects  and  belongings  of  the  penitentiary.  The 
governor  shall  appoint  two  disinterested  persons,  who  shall 
appraise  the  items  of  property  embraced  in  said  inventory.  The 
inventory  of  each  year  shall  be  reserved  in  a book  prepared 
for  that  purpose,  and  the  bookkeeper  shall  preserve  it  as  a 
record  in  the  office,  and  from  it  he  shall  make  the  proper  en- 
tries to  balance  his  books  on  that  date. 
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3628.  (3207).  Register  of  convicts  to  be  kept. — The  clerk 
of  the  penitentiary,  under  the  supervision  of  the  trustees,  shall 
keep  the  register  of  convicts,  on  which  shall  be  entered  on  the 
arrival  of  the  convict,  his  name,  alias,  prison  number,  sex, 
race,  nationality,  place  of  birth,  age,  color  of  hair,  complexion, 
height,  weight,  distinguishing  marks  (if  any),  crime,  term  of 
sentence,  county  of  conviction,  and  whether  he  is  a dangerous 
or  desperate  character,  and  on  what  farm  worked.  After- 
wards the  register  shall  show  whether  discharged,  pardoned, 
escaped  or  died,  and  when;  the  amount  of  commutation  al- 
lowed and  for  what,  and  why  discharged ; and  in  case  of  escape 
and  capture,  date  of  return  and  reward,  if  any. 

3629.  Requisition  books  to  be  kept/ — He  shall  also  keep 
a requisition  book,  in  which  all  requisitions  made  by  the 
superintendent  book,  in  which  all  requisitions  made  by  the 
mill,  laundry,  or  supplies  of  any  kind  or  character  required, 
shall  be  entered,  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  superintendent 
to  make  written  requisition  upon  the  trustees  for  everything 
needed  in  the  proper  conduct  and  management  of  the  peniten- 
tiary that  is  not  produced  at  the  penitentiary  by  the  convicts. 

3630.  (3204).  Record  of  everything  produced. — Each  farm 
sergeant  shall  keep  a proper  record  in  a bound  volume  under 
the  proper  headings  of  everything  produced  on  the  farm,  dairy, 
in  the  shops,  mill,  and  also  of  all  live  stock  raised,  pork  and 
beef  slaughtered  in  pounds  and  head,  and  the  cost  of  produc- 
tion and  the  approximate  value  thereof.  Said  book  shall  be 
furnished  the  sergeants  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

3631.  (3208-3209).  Prison  hospital. — The  prison  hospital  at 
Sunflower  farm  shall  be  under  the  control  and  management 
of  the  prison  physician.  It  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  escape  of  convicts  therefrom,  but  one  or  more  guards 
may  be  employed  in  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent. 
There  shall  be  separate  wards  for  the  white  and  negro  con- 
victs, and  also  for  the  female  convicts.  It  shall  be  fully  equip- 
ped in  every  respect  for  the  proper  treatment  of  sick  and 
wounded  convicts.  He  may  employ  as  many  nurses  as  may 
be  needed.  His  medical  service  shall  be  given  exclusively  to 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  convicts  and  the  officers  and 
employes  of  the  penitentiary  and  their  families,  but  he  may 
charge  for  all  medical  services  rendered  to  the  latter.  He 
shall  cause  all  convicts  to  be  vaccinated.  He  shall  keep  a 
hospital  register  in  his  office,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
name  and  number  of  each  patient,  and  the  date  thereof,  and 
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the  disease  or  ailment,  and  the  date  of  discharge  or  death. 
Under  the  head  of  “ remarks;”  it  shall  state  any  fact  deemed 
important  by  him.  If  a hospital  shall  be  built  on  any  other? 
State  farm  this  section  shall  also  apply  to  it. 

3632.  Duties'  of  commissary. — The  commissary  shall  have 
charge  of  all  commissary  supplies  and  all  clothing,  shoes,  hats, 
blankets,  and  all  hardware,  tools  and  farm  implements  not  in 
use,  and  shall  issue  the  same  on  proper  requisition  made  in 
writing  by  the  sergeants  of  the  guard  or  foremen  of  the  shops 
or  other  industrial  department  which  requisition  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  superintendent,  and  shall  file  the  same  in  proper 
form,  keeping  those  of  each  month  separate  and  properly 
labeled.  He  may  sell  provisions  to  officers  and  employes  for 
their  families  and  keep  correct  account  of  the  same  and  furnish 
the  clerk  with  an  itemized  statement  thereof,  on  or  before  each 
pay  clay,  to  be  charged  against  the  officer  or  employe;  but 
in  no  case  shall  he  sell  to  any  officer  or  employe  more  than 
the  amount  of  one  month’s  salary,  and  only  on  requisition 
made  and  approved  by  the  superintendent.  He  shall  be  liable 
on  his  bond  for  the  property  entrusted  to  him. 

3633.  Chapel  for  religious  worship. — There  shall  be  pro- 
vided a chapel  for  religious  worship,  to  be  conducted  by  the 
chaplain.  He  may  arrange  to  have  one  service  in  the  morning 
for  the  Avhites  and  one  in  the  afternoon  for  the  negroes.  All 
convicts  not  in  the  hospital  or  employed  in  necessary  Sunday 
work  shall  attend  the  religious  services  under  the  proper 
guards,  in  command  of  the  sergeant,  and  every  precaution 
shall  be  taken  to  prevent  escape.  The  chaplain  shall  also  visit 
the  sick  in  the  hospital  at  such  times  and  under  such  restric- 
tions as  may  be  imposed  by  the  prison  physician,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  religious  instruction  and  spiritual  comfort  to 
the  sick. 

3634.  (3200).  Duties  of  dispatch  sergeant. — It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  dispatch  isergeant.  when  directed,  to  visit  the 
county  jails  and  receive  and  receipt  for  all  convicts  who  have 
been  sentenced  by  the  court  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  in 
the  penitentiary,  and  safely  to  deliver  them  to  the  superinten- 
dent at  the  penitentiary.  He  shall  have  absolute  authority 

. to  command  any  guard  or  guards  that  may  be  employed  to 
assist  him  in  conveying  any  convict  to  the  penitentiary,  and 
every  guar.d  so.  employed  shall  obey  all  orders  given  by  him. 

3635.  Daily  report  made.  — Every  farm  sergeant  shall 
make  a daily  report  to  the  .superintendent  and  to  the  board

of  trustees,  on  printed  blanks  to  be  furnished  him,  showing 
the  number  of  convicts  worked  by  him  and  the  number  of 
hours  worked  and  what  work  engaged  in.  The  foreman  of 
each  shop  or  other  industrial  department  shall  likewise  report 
daily,  giving  the  number  of  convicts  employed,  number  of 
hours  worked,  and  the  character  of  the  work,  and,  where 
practicable,  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  product.  The 
commissary  shall  report  likewise  daily  of  all  requisitions  filed 
by  him.  The  physicians  shall  report  daily  the  number  and 
condition  of  the  patients  and  employes  in  the  hospital,  the 
number  received,  the  number  discharged,  or  died,  or  escaped. 
The  chaplain  shall  report  every  Monday  the  number  of  con- 
victs who  attended  religious  services  the  day  preceding,  show- 
ing the  number  of  whites  and  the  number  of  blacks  male  and 
female,  with  such  observations  on  their  rel:gious  condition  as 
may  occur  to  him.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  file  all  such 
reports  as  records  of  their  office. 

3636.  (3215).  Convicts  whose  capital  sentences  are  com- 
muted — Any  convict  who  has  been  sentenced  to  suffer  death, 
and  whose  sentence  has  been  commuted  by  the  governor  to 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  shall  be  confined  in  the  pen- 
itentiary on  the  order  of  the  governor  and  treated  as  are  other 
convicts. 

3637.  (3213).  Convicts  of  the  United  States  court. — The 

convicts  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  sentenced  to  con- 
finement in  the  Mississippi  penitentiary,  shall,  on  delivery  to 
the  superintendent,  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  accord  ng 
to  their  several  sentences,  and  be  treated  as  other  convicts,  the 
United  States  supporting  such  convicts  and  paying  the  ex- 
penses of  executing  their  sentences. 

3638.  (3214).  United  States  convicts  subject  to  the  laws 
of  the  State. — If  any  convict  of  the  United  States  courts  con- 
fined in  the  penitentiary,  shall  escape  or  attempt  to  escape,  or 
shall  commit  any  other  crime  whilst  in  the  penitentiary,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  the  like  punishment  as  if  he  had  been  con- 
victed by  the  courts  of  the  State. 

3639.  (3216).  Convicts;  how  treated — Every  convict  shall 
be  treated  humanely  and  kindly,  but  with  firmness  and  con- 
formably to  strict  discipline.  Female  convicts  shall  be  care- 
fully kept  away  from  the  males,  and  youthful  convicts  from 
hardened  criminals  as.  far  as  practicable. 

3640.  (3217).  The  same,  how  fed. — The  convicts  shall  be 
fed  on  wholesome  and  well-cooked  food,  and  with  vegetables 
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iii  their  season,  and  sick  shall  have  food  as  prescribed  by  the 
physician. 

3641.  (3218).  Same;  how  clothed.  — Every  convict  shall 
be  clothed  with  the  same  kind  of  outer  garment,  according  to 
sex,  the  material  of  which  shall  be  coarse,  strong  penitentiary 
stripes,  a straw  or  wool  hat  in  summer  and  a wool  hat  or  cap 
in  winter,  with  such  underclothing  as  the  superintendent  shall 
direct. 

3642.  (3219).  Same;  how  convicts  numbered. — On  entering 
the  penitentiary  each  convict  shall  be  given  a number,  which 
ihe  shall  answer  to  and  be  known  by;  and  which  shall  not  be 
changed ; but  in  case  he  shall  escape,  on  his  recapture  he  shall 
be  given  the  old  and  a new  number,  to  indicate  that  he  had 
once  escaped.  Each  convict’s  number  shall  be  stamped  on 
his  hat  and  each  outer  garment. 

3643.  (3220).  Same;  shaving  heads  forbidden;  hair  of 
males,  how  cropped. — The  heads  of  convicts  shall  not  be  shaved, 
nor  shall  the  head  of  a female  convict  be  shorn,  except  as  a 
punishment,  by  order  of  the  superintendent,  but  the  hair  of 
every  male  convict  shall  be  cropped  in  such  a manner  as  the 
superintendent  shall  prescribe,  so  as  to  readily  detect  the  con- 
vict on  escape. 

3644.  (3221).  Inquests.  — The  superintendent  shall  sum- 
mon the  coroner  to  hold  an  inquest  in  every  case  of  the  violent 
death  of  a convict,  and  in  other  cases  of  sudden  death,  in  his 
discretion,  or  as  he  shall  direct. 

3645.  (3223).  Trusties.  — The  superintendent  shall  care- 
fully guard  against  the  abuse  of  the  practice  of  making  trus- 
ties of  convicts.  An  influential,  conspicuous  or  notorious 
criminal  shall  in  no  case  be  made  or  employed  as  a trusty.  A 
trusty  shall  not  be  allowed  to  go  or  be  outside  of  the  peniten- 
tiary from  under  the  eye  of  the  proper  officer  or  guard,  ex- 
cept on  a particular  errand  or  employment,  and  then  only 
after  the  superintendent  has  given  him  permit  in  writing  for 
the  convict  to  be  so  employed.  Such  convict  shall  be  required 
to  have  about  his  person,  at  all  times  when  out  of  the  peni- 
tentiary, the  permit  granted  by  the  superintendent,  attested 
by  the  seal  of  the  penitentiary;  and  he  shall,  when  out  of  the 
prison,  wear  a hat  or  cap  with  the  word  “ trusty”  plainly 
stamped  or  printed  on  the  front  of  it. 

3646.  (3205).  Annual  report  of  superintendent. — The  su- 
perintendent shall  upon  the  thirteenth  day  of  September  of 
each  and  every  year  have  the  account  of  the  penitentiary  closed 
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and  balanced  by  the  bookkeeper;  and  on  that  date  he  shall 
make  to  the  trustees  an  annual  report  which  shall  show  the 
gross  receipts  and  expenses  for  the  current  year,  summarized 
from  the  monthly  balances.  It  shall  contain  balance  sheets 
,so  made  out  as  to  show  the  general  profit  or  loss  in  each 
branch  or  department.  It  shall  contain  a full  report  of  the 
whole  year’s  operation,  containing  summaries  of  the  reports 
of  the  physician,  the  dispatch  sergeant,  the  commissary,  and 
the  chaplain,  with  such  comments  and  recommendations  as  he 
may  deem  proper  and  expedient. 

3647.  (3211).  Biennial  report. — The  board  of  trustees  shall 
also  make  report  every  two  years  to  the  legislature,  and  em- 
body therein  the  two  annual  reports  made  to  them  by  the 
superintendent,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary to  be  made  for  the  information  and  action  of  the  leg- 
islature. They  shall,  at  any  time  when  called  upon  by  the 
governor  or  by  resolution  of  the  legislature  or  either  house 
thereof  for  a special  report  touching  any  matter  connected  with 
the  penitentiary,  make  full  report  thereof  without  unnecessary 
delay.  They  shall  keep  on  file  in  their  office  copies  of  all 
reports,  general  or  special,  made  by  them  to  the  legislature 
and  the  governor.  All  the  books  of  accounts,  records,  reports, 
papers,  and  documents,  letter  files  and  copies  in  their  office, 
shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  governor  or 
by  any  committee  of  the  legislature  or  of  either  house  thereof. 

3648.  The  legislature  to  make  appropriations  for  the  pen- 
itentiary.— The  legislature  shall  at  every  regular  and  special 
session  make  sufficient  appropriation  of  money  to  maintain 
the  penitentiary  and  convicts  for  two  years,  said  appropria- 
tion to  be  based  upon  the  estimates  of  the  superintendent  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  deemed  trustworthy.  Should 
there  be  a surplus  of  any  appropriation  remaining  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  it  shall  be  covered  back  into  the  State 
treasury.  All  salaries  and  expenses  provided  for  by  this, 
chapter  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  support  fund  for  the  peniten- 
tiary appropriated  by  the  legislature. 

3649.  (3206).  Money;  how  drawn  from  the  State  treasury. 

— The  trustees  shall  make  recpiisition  in  writing  upon  the  State 
treasurer  for  money  needed  by  the  penitentiary  and  as  needed. 
The  requisition  shall  state  the  amount  required  and  for  what 
purpose.  Each  requisition  shall  bear  the  date  when  made, 
and  numbered  beginning  with  number  one  and  continue  in 
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regular  series,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  superintendent  and 
attested  with  the  penitentiary  seal. 

3650.  Requisition  presented  to  auditor  and  by  him  audited 
and  filed  and  pay  warrant  issued. — The  trustees  shall  present 
the  requisition  for  money  to  the  auditor,  who  shall  audit  and 
file  the  same  in  his  office,  and  shall  issue  a pay  warrant  on 
the  State  treasury  for  the  amount  of  the  requisition.  It  shall 
state  the  date  and  number  of  the  requisition,  and  it  shall  be 
presented  to  the  State  treasurer  and  by  him  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  penitentiary. 

3651.  Board  of  control  to  deliver  property  to  trustees. — 
The  board  of  trustees  shall  make  an  inventory  of  all  personal 
property  of  every  kind  and  character,  with  the  appraised  value 
thereof,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  trustees,  together  with  the 
property.  It  shall  turn  over  ail  books,  records,  papers,  and 
accounts  belonging  to  the  penitentiary  or  pertaining  thereto, 
and  also  all  convicts  under  sentence. 

8652.  Conflicting  laws  repealed. — All  laws  in  conflict  wit  A 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  hereby  repealed. 
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
